One possible source of air pollution in the Altona 
North area is being remedied and as the Altona Shire 
Council is now considering another source could he home 
briquette heaters, cars, dust, etc., a census of all houses 


in the Shire is being planned. 


This was revealed by Cr. H. W. Lee! 
when reporting to Altona council last: 
week on an Air Pollution Advisory Com- 


mittee meeting held earlier in the month. 
He said one local company has shown every 
readiness to co-operate with the council, but another 


has shown the exact reverse on air pollution matters. 


Cr. Lee reported that a lot of 
evidence on incidents of pollu- 
tion were heard at the meeting. 
In the case of the Cooper Avenue 
area it was indicated that there 


was a definite problem coming! 


from a definite source. 


The source was established 
from the evidence and this led 
to a close solution with the com- 
pany which had shown every 
co-operation, said Cr. Lee. 


COUNCILLORS INSPECT 
PLANT 


The company, Australian 
Carbon Black, invited council- 
lors to inspect their plant. 

After the inspection council- 
lors, council officers and Mr. 
Cocks, the council's air pollution 
consultant, agreed that there 
were at least three separate 
problems in this one area. 


The company accepted respon- 
sibilily for this area's problems 
and on ascertaining the pos- 
sible source agreed to take ac- 
tion which would eliminate the 
probable cause. 


Cr. Lee commended the com- 
pany for facing up to its re- 
sponsibility and for the co- 
operation which enabled coun- 
cillors to reach a determination. 


However, 
Black do not believe they are 
responsible for pollution further 
north of Cooper Avenue where 
it appears residents are direct- 
ing the blame to the wrong con- 
cern. 


FACTORS OTHER THAN 
INDUSTRY 


Cr. Lee said that by the ap- 
pearance of the houses a gen- 
eral background of pollution 
exists. He said it was wrong to 
name a source of this pollution 
as nobody can be sure of it. 


The theory was advanced that 
a tremendous amount of back- 
ground pollution is caused by 


factors other than industry— 
briqueite heaters, cars, dust, 
etc. 


Cr. Lee recommended that a 
census should be taken to de- 
{ermine the number of homes 
having heatérs which could be 
contributing to pollution. 

Results of the census should 
be considered in conjunction 
with readings from guages to be 
installed. 


He said the knowledge gained 
could be used for the common 
cause to completely reduce 
poHution to a stage where it no 
longer is a menace and concern 
to the community.

THE SCHNAPPER ARE 
BITING 


Jask Lindrea, of Seaholme, 
was one of the first local fisher- 
mien reporied to us to hook some 
big schnapper this season. 

Three nice fish were caught 
a fortnight ago by this angler, 
two of them weighing 16lb. each. 


On Tuesday morning of last 
week Charlie Tabone, of Civic 
Parade, fishing out past the stick 
towards Williamstown on the 
edge of the channel, pulled in 
a nice schnapper weighing 131b. 


Sid Burgess, of Civic Parade, 
boated two good schnapper, one 
12%lb. and one 7lb., while fish- 
ing off Point Cook last Friday. 
Sid's schnapper were caught 
with couta fillets, 

On Tuesday morning of this 
weck Sid was again successful 
off Point Cook and hooked 
another seven pounder using pil- 
chard for bait. 


Mr. Pante, one of the keenest 
amateur fishermen in Altona, 
hooked an 18 pounder on Satur- 
day. This is the largest repor- 
ted up to date for the season 
and was caught near the stick. 


Professional Ken Wise, out 
with a party on Sunday in the 
“Roma,” reported that one of 
the party pulled in a 14lb. 
schnapper off Dumb Joe. Also, 
in Ken's opinion, he is catch- 








ing more flathead on the anchor 
instead of on the drift, which 
he feels could be the result of 
the flathead overfeeding from 
the scallop dredges which are 
leaving plenty of loose scallops 
on the ocean bed. This he feels 
is making a moving bait no at- 
traction to the flathead, who 
doesn't have to chase his feed. 


Ray Symons, flathead fishing 
on Sunday, brought in the head 
of a large flathead. Whether it 
was bitten in two by a couta 
or a shark is a matter for con- 
jecture. 


Williamstown fishermen are 
catching some nice schnapper 
close in shore behind the Wil- 
liamstown football ground. 


Local sports store proprietor, 
Mr. Ken Kim, has offered to 
give 500 yards of 30lb. nylon 
fishing line for the heaviest 
schnapper caught before the end 
of November. Naturally, as some 
fishermen tend to slightly ex- 
aggerate the size of their fish, 
some type of proof of the catch 
is necessary.

Dear Sir, 

Mr. Stirling writes that Cr. 
Lee, in endeavouring to obtain 
answers to certain pre-election 
claims by the Ratepayer Candi- 
dates, has been singled out as a 
target for continual attacks. 
Surely the boot is on the- other 
foot? Cr. Lee as spokesman for 
the other seven anti-Ratepayer 
Councillors has made continual 
and unrestrained attacks on Cr. 


Crofts irrevelant to Council 
business. 
However, regarding these 


claims, since all decisions by the 
Anti-Ratepayer Councillors are‘ 
made in secret caucus, to which 
the Public has not access, it is 
difficult to judge to what extent 
those decisions have been in- 
fluenced by outside bodies, or 
even if they were unamimous. 

Apart from the 35 hour week 
which was shelved only because 
it was “hot”, can Mr. Stirling 
say the decision of these Anti- 
Ratepayer Councillors, in dis- 
missing the local newspaper as 
the official organ of the Shire, 
on hastily conceived and incor- 
rect charges, was made in the 
interests of the Altona Rate- 
payers or their own?, or even if 
this decision was unanimous. It 
is easy to give an appearance 
of unity after a secret conclave 
during which doubters are drag- 
ooned into line. 

As to incompetency, this may 
be inferred by the financial mess 
we are now in, faced with a 
40% rise in rates as a result of 
heavy borrowing and ill consid- 
ered thoughtless spending in the 
past. Would Mr. Stirling say this 
is competent management? Any 
business run on these lines 
would go bankrupt, because a 
business cannot meet its debts 
by making its ‘customers pay 
more, but a council can rise its 
rates to cover incompetent hand- 
ling of its finances.

Our Association wishes to ex- 
press its concern at the reported 
statement in the September Is- 
sue of the “School Bell’ by the 
Minister for Education, Mr. 
Bloomfield. 

“When the Minister was asked 
to explain what would happen 
to State Schools if Parent or- 
ganisations withdrew their sup- 
port, he replied that their 
efforts from ‘selling jars of 
pickles and pots of jam’ were 
only a ‘drop in the ocean’.”” 

Quoting from the same issue 
of School Bell ‘Gowrie Park S.S. 
No. 4806’ and ‘Keilor S.S, No. 
1578’ raised an annual total of 
£3,400 and our own school com- 
mittee have raised in excess of 
$4,000 in the past 12 months. 

These funds are used to pro- 
vide essential amenities and 
educational “aids requested by 
Head Masters’ and staff which 
would not otherwise be provided 
by the Education Department. 

Surely these funds represent 
more than ‘a drop in the ocean’ 
and such a statement by the 
Minister must have only a de- 
moralizing effect on the volun- 
tary efforts of School Committees 
and the teaching profession gen- 
erally. :
